Water your trees during this hot 


Night time’ is the best awe to 
do the watering, but the city ordin- 
ance prohibits watering after 9 p. m. 
The next best time is in the evening 
from six-thirty or seven to nine 
o’clock. 

Turn the hosze on slow and let the 
water run on each tree for about 
If you have many trees 
a let of hose will be necessary or & 
sprinkler which will reach several 
trees will do a fairly good job. 

The average size tree will in hot 
weather use up about thirty barrels 
(of water a day so don’t try to 
skimp on water because a small 
amount of water will start rapid 
evaporation and then if dhere ia not 
sufficient supply, wilting and 
death may resuit. 

In exceedingly hot weather water- 
ing should be done every other night. 
Take the tree watering seriously. 
The soi] hereabouts is very porous 
and therefore will not hold moisture 
very long so the need for plentiful 
and often watering can not be neg-
